The roth of September, the Army advanc’d 
from Rivalta to Veillane,and iff the Night the ?rince 
of Anhalt march’d towardsBuffolino, with al! the Gre- 
nadiers commanded by the Count d’ Eck, 5 Bat- 
tallions of Imperialifts under Count Konigfeck, 3 of 
Pruffians, and 2 of Heffians under Major General 
Sacken. This Detachment was fupporied by 1000 
Horfe under Count Rocavione Major-General; and 
Prince Eugene march’d after with the reft of the 
Army? The 20:h in the Morning they encamp’d at 
St. George. within 3 Leagues of Suza ; the 21f 


they advane’d almoft within Cannon-fhot of the 


Place. .. The Cowht d? Bek at the Head of 400 Gre- 
nadiers poffefs'd himfelf of the Eminencies on the 
Left of the Camp, with the Lofs of 10 Men, befidcs 
wounded. The Prince of Anhalt, Count Konig- 
feck, and General Sacken, drove the Enemy from 
their other Pofts and Intrenchments. They were 
beaten even from the Mountain commanding thar 
of which the Prince of Eck had poffefs’d himfelf. In 
hort, they abandon’d all their Pofts, quite to the 
Foot of the Mountain on which the Town of Suza is 
fitmate; and fer fire to their Ammunition, but lefc 
4 Pieces of Cannon. Then Adjutant-General Ho- 
hendorf advancing with. the Heydukes and Grena- 


diers, beat the Enemy from a Redoubt, and tock 6. 


Pieces of Cannon charg’d, with fome Ammunition. 
Major-General Zumjungen kept in the Camp with 
6 Battallions, in Order to p: fs thé Doire, and *pof- 


{efs himfelf of the Monntain behind Suza. oar 
he . 


Prince: of Anhalt advanc’d nearer th@ Place. 
22d Lieutenant-General Wilke, a Heffian, was fent 
to obferve the Enemy that were pofted on the Hills 
of the Col de Feneftrelles. The 22d in the Nigkr, 
the Town of Suza fent Deputies to offer their Keys. 
The-Enemy who had evacuated it, as alfo the old 
Caftle, broke down the Bridge on the Doire, and that 
of Chaumont,and retir’d towards la Brunette behind 
the Citadel. The Counts de Ghelen and de Keven- 
hiller, with 400 Grenadiers and 200 Horfe, took 
Poffeflion of the Town, and gave Order for repair- 
ing the Bridge. Geneal Zumjungen pofted himfelf 
in Chamont with 6 Battallions; and that Day we 
had Advice, that the Marfhal de Teffe was arriv’d 
at the Col de Feneftrelles. The Enemy had 6 Bar- 
_ tallions and 800 Militia in al] their Pofts, which 
they abondon’d after little firing; which was very 
furprifing. becaufe they might have defended them- 
felves with lefs Force. In the Town and its Out- 
works were found 14 Pieces of Brafs Cannon, 3000 
Sacks of Corn or Meal, and fome Ammunition in a 
Magazine. 
The Night of the 23d General Zumjungen having 
repafs'd the Bridge of Chaumont with his Troops, 
drove the Enemy from the Mountains, and march’d 
to Giaillon, whence he detach’d Lieutenant Collonel 
Odoarde with 400 Men and one Batrallion, to beat 
the Enemy from the Hills they had re-taken and 
where they had intrench’d themfelves. After a pret- 
ty obftinate Defence he defeated them, and fecur'd 
the Hills in fach a Manner as not to fear to lofe them 
agen. . The 24th Lieutenant Collonel Berbleau, a 
Pruffian, with 600 Men beat the French out of two 
Redoubts on the Hills of the Col de Feneftrelles. 
The Defertets, who came over in Troops, re- 
ported, that the Enemy were poffe(s'd of the

Top of the Mountain, where being farrounded with 
Snows, and wanting Wood, they fuifered very much 

The 25th Batteries were begun, and Artillery 
drawn to them, but the Rains and darknefs of the 
Night retarded the Work very much. We had Ad- 
vice, that 12 of the Enemy’s Batrallions, coming 
from Savoy, were.to arrive that Day at Mount Cc- 
nis. The 26:h during the Night moftof ‘the heavy 
Arillery was cary’d to la Brunecte. The Enemy 
made a great fire with Mufquets from the Bort of 
Catinar, but only wounded fome Soidiers, and fome 
Cattle, gf tA 

The 27th General Zumjungen having receiv’d a 
Reinforcement of 660 Men, pofted himfelf to co- 
ver the Trenches, At.2 a Clock ws began to batter 
Fort Catinat with 12 Pieces of Cannon, and to throw 
Bombs into the Citadel. The 28cha pretty largé 
Breach was made in Fort Catinat;)) That Day we 
had an Account, that tke Marfhal de Theffe was at 
the Col de Feneftrelles with 29 Betrallions; and 
that Count Medavi was with 20 near Mount Cenis ; 
befides fame Foot and a Regiment cf Dragoons that 
they had at Exiles. The Deferters, in great Num+ 
bers, confirm’d that the Enemy fuffer’d much on the 
Mountain, wanting all things. 

The Night of the 29th Fort Catinat was taken 
Sword.in Hand ; init 1 Lieutenant and 16 Soldiers 
were kill’d, and 50 taken Prsifoners, with a Captain’ 
wounded. On our Side, we had fome kill’d- and® 
wounded: The Lieutenant of the Grenadiers of 
Zumjungen was kill’d on this Occfion. In the Fort 
were found 2 Cannon, and fome Animunition. We’ 
began to batter the Giradel with 7 Pieces of Cannon‘? 
and to raife two other Batteries of 4 and 6 Pieces >

Pieces of Cannon, they rerurn’d ; and we continu’d 
to fire with thar Succe({s, that towards the Evening 
the Garrifon yielded themfelves Prifoners of War, 
confifting of 3 Officers and 1 Batrallion of Deznje- 
lois commanded by a Brigadier. ;
